Are Called Too! 
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The newest academic extension of Manhattan Christian College is the LEAD program. Asa program that allows adults to 
complete a bachelor’s degree while maintaining full-time employment, it carries out MCC’s vision that “Every student and 
graduate will be prepared and motivated to penetrate the world with the gospel of Christ, regardless of chosen profession.” 

A commonly heard testimony of students is, “This program really changed my life.” Some have been brought to Christ 
through the program. Others have been brought closer to Christ and the church. One Roman Catholic student reported that 
she has begun an informal Bible study in her church so that people will better understand the parts of the Bible that will be read 
in church that day. 

LEAD classes meet in Manhattan, Wichita, Topeka, Salina, and Kansas City. Teaching in the program are professors from 
MCC as well as skilled professionals from the various communities. LEAD students receive a B.S. in Bible/Management and 
Chnistian Ethics. 

The intensive program lasts 15-18 months, concluding with a professional project that utilizes the students’ new skills. 
Classes meet once a week for four hours and include lectures, discussion, group projects, and fellowship. Students are expected 
to do at least fifteen hours of homework each week. This helps prove the point that LEAD students are called too!
